A DECISION on whether a 
1,000 cow mega dairy will 
be built on the outskirts of 
Welshpool will be made this 
week. 

Judge Gary Hickenbot- 
tom is deciding whether 
the Lower Leighton Farm 
development would damage 
the Mid Wales landscape to 
such an extent that it would 
cancel out the employment 
opportunities it would cre¬ 
ate. 

Farmer Fraser Jones 
wants to build the dairy 
at his farm and was given 
permission after a public 
inquiry earlier this year. 
But following an application 
by the World Society for 
the Protection of Animals, 
a high court appeal was 
granted which was heard 
at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court last week. Judge 
Hickenbottom will reveal 
his verdict tomorrow (Fri¬ 
day). 

WSPA claims that the 
dairy would have such a det¬ 
rimental effect on the local 
landscape that it would wipe 
out the benefit of the eight 
or nine jobs that the devel¬ 
opment would create. 

Simon Pope, WSPA UK 
director of campaigns and 
communications, said: “Our 
case challenges the deci¬ 
sion-making process behind 
this application and the im¬ 
plications we believe it holds 
for the future of dairy farm¬ 
ing, not just in Wales, but 
throughout Britain.”

PLANS for a £4 million improved roundabout 
on the outskirts of Oswestry are to be re¬ 
vealed to the public today with council chiefs 
hopeful the months of work won’t cause 
the traffic chaos seen this week on another 
roundabout further along the A5. 

The work at the A5 Mile End roundabout will lead to 
the creation of a new busi¬ 
ness park and thousands of 
new jobs, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil says. 

Motorists faced delays 
further along the A5 earlier 
this week after workmen 
descended on Shrewsbury’s 
Preston Boats island to in¬ 
stall traffic lights. 

Council bosses say high¬ 
ways chiefs have been 
working hard to ensure 
disruption is kept to a min¬ 
imum so the hold-ups seen 
at Shrewsbury are not re¬ 
peated at Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council is 
holding an exhibition at 
Oswestry Memorial Hall 
today and tomorrow on the 
Mile End plans so people 
can see the plans in detail, 
and work is expected to 
start on July 1 and be com¬ 
pleted in the winter. 

The exhibition will run 
from 9am to 8pm each day. 

Cllr Joyce Barrow, Shrop¬ 
shire Councillor for St 
Oswald, said: “I am hoping 
for as little disruption as 
possible, and hope that any 
impact on tourism and busi¬ 
nesses will be minimal. 

“Oswestry will still be 
very accessible and open 
for business even while the 
roadworks take place.” 

To minimise disruption, 
the majority of work will 
be carried out during the 
night, from 6.30pm to 7am, 
with the possibility of some 
daytime working during off- 
peak periods only.

Protesters vow 
to work together 
In fight against 
plans for pylons 


LIVES could be put at risk when a new £15million ambulance station 
replaces another which will see Chirk Ambulance Station close, crit¬ 
ics have claimed. 

The Welsh Assembly has announced plans to build the new emergency ser¬ 
vices base at the current fire station in Bradley Road, Wrexham, which will see 
Chirk Ambulance Station close. 

Councillor Terry Evans, Wrexham Borough member for Chirk South, said the new sta¬ 
tion would mean ambulances would be so far away from Chirk and the Ceiriog Valley 

that it could put lives at risk. He said: The 
Welsh Assembly has announced it will back 
the new emergency services centre in Wr¬ 
exham which will see the Chirk ambulance 
base close. 

“I am really very concerned that this will 
put the health of people in need of an emer¬ 
gency ambulance in the Ceiriog Valley at 
risk. 

“They always say that there is a key 
golden hour in getting emergency treat¬ 
ment and there is no chance an ambulance 
will be able to get from Wrexham to the 
valley and back in that time. We could be 
talking up to 26 miles each way.” 

Both fire and ambulance crews will share 
services at the new base, with the Welsh 
Assembly contributing £8.4m to the cost. 

Health Minister Mark Drakeford said it 
would give the two services the most mod¬ 
ern facilities and allow better co-ordination 
of responses to incidents. 

The new centre will include a local com¬ 
munity safety office, an eight-bay fire sta¬ 
tion, a state-of-the-art training house and 
drill tower with a road traffic collision 
training area, ambulance accommodation, 
including a fleet workshop, offices and de¬ 
ployment base for response staff and facili¬ 
ties for staff, including a rest room, dining 
rooms, main office, lockers, meeting and 
training rooms, which will be shared by 
both services. 

Professor Drakeford said: “This project 
will provide the most modern facilities 
available for both the fire and ambulance 
services in the area. It will allow them to 
work even closer together, creating more 
efficient and effective services. 

“Most importantly, it will allow greater 
coordination when it comes to responding 
to incidents and improve response times.” 

Elwyn Price-Morris, chief executive of 
the Welsh Ambulance Service, added: “We 
are thrilled that Welsh Government saw 
the potential in this project and approved 
our Full Business Case.” 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting controversial 
power plans say they are keen to work with 
protesters in this area who are battling 
similar plans. 

Members of Pwysau ar y pylon (Pressure 
on the Pylons) are fighting power plans in 
Denbighshire and Conwy counties. 

Group members say they will be shar¬ 
ing information and ideas with members 
of Montgomeryshire Against Pylons and 
Shropshire North Against Pylons who are 
battling plans for 33-mile power line from 
Mid Wales into Shropshire. 

Members of the North Wales group at¬ 
tended a public meeting near Oswestry last 
week where they heard about the battle 
against National Grid’s plans for a pylon 
line from near the village of Cefn Coch to 
Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

Only about a quarter of the line is set to 
be put underground and campaigners say 
the line, which will take energy generated 
from proposed windfarms in Mid Wales to 
the national network, will devastate the 
countryside and damage tourism. 

Members of Pwysau ar y pylon say their 
battle is very similar as they face plans 
by SP Manweb for the building of a 17km 
overhead line to connect windfarms in 
rural Conwy and Denbighshire to the Na¬ 
tional Grid.

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Police vow to crackdown 
on drinking in streets

POLICE have vowed to crackdown on anti-social behaviour and 
street drinking in a town centre in Welshpool following a barrage of 
complaints from residents. 

Officers said tackling the issue was top priority and an application for a ban 
on drinking in the town centre has been made by the town council. 

And if the application for the Designated Public Places Order is approved, it will pro¬ 
hibit the consumption of alcohol within the town centre. It will not affect pubs. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it had received 55 calls relating to anti-social behaviour in 

- Welshpool town centre between January 1 

and March 18. Now the force is promising 
to up high visibility street patrols through¬ 
out the day. 

Sian George, force spokeswoman, said: 
“Cutting down on anti-social behaviour is 
a priority which was set by members of the 
community. High visibility foot patrols are 
being carried out in the town at various 
times of the day and officers will address 
any anti-social behaviour issues. 

“Throughout January we received 24 
calls relating to anti-social behaviour, with 
19 relating specifically to incidents in the 
town centre. 

“We submitted seven anti-social behav¬ 
iour referrals to the Community Safety 
Partnership for Welshpool and patrols 
continue in the town centre and residen¬ 
tial estates, and officers will deal with any 
incidents of anti-social behaviour accord¬ 
ingly. 

“Throughout the period to March 18 
there were a further 31 calls relating to 
anti-social behaviour, with 29 specific to 
the town centre. For this period we sub¬ 
mitted 11 anti-social behaviour referrals 
and patrols will now continue. 

“We also want to hear from anyone who 
has an anti-social behaviour issue affecting 
them.”

Choir member turned 
down Pavarotti duet 


A member of Fron Choir 
turned down chance to 
sing with one of opera’s 
greats. By IAIN st JOHN 

A FOUNDER member of a fa¬ 
mous male voice choir based 
near the Shropshire border has 
been remembering the occa¬ 
sion almost 60 years ago when 
he turned down the chance to 
join legendary tenor Luciano 
Pavarotti in a sing-song around 
the family piano. 

Vincent Griffiths from the Fron¬ 
cysyllte Male Voice Choir, now a 
sprightly 82, was a young man in his 
early twenties when his late moth¬ 
er, Alice Griffiths, played host to 
Pavarotti and his father while they 
were competing at the Llangollen 
International Eisteddfod in 1955. 

Competition 

Mrs Griffiths opened her home in 
Beech House, Froncysyllte, to Luciano 
and Fernando Pavarotti for a week as the 
Chorus Rossini from Modena in northern 
Italy took part in - and won - the male 
choral competition. 

Mr Griffiths, one of the first members 
of the Fron Choir and part of its line-up 
for 45 years, said: “My mother and fa¬ 
ther, Alice and William Griffiths, offered 
free board every year to people perform¬ 
ing at the Eisteddfod. 

“Over the years they had all nation¬ 
alities there and enjoyed playing host to 
them. 

“In 1955 Pavarotti, his father and two 
other members of their choir were stay¬ 
ing at the house. 

“I’d just been married to my wife, 
Nesta, and we were living in nearby

Newbridge and I walked over one night 
to my mother’s in Fron to meet their 
guests. 

“Of course, Pavarotti wasn’t famous 
then but he had a fine voice and was 
always singing. 

“He was sitting at my mother’s piano. 

“Neither he nor his father spoke Eng¬ 
lish very well but when he heard I sang 
with a choir too Pavarotti invited me to 
join him in a song. 

“I politely refused. Actually, I was 
due to compete against him when both 
our choirs were in the main choral com¬ 
petition that Saturday - but that wasn’t 
why I turned him down. 

“I was a bit shy and didn’t think my 
voice was very good, although I had 
been one of the first members of the 
Fron Choir from the age of 15. 

“We went on talking about music 
for half an hour and I recall that both 


Pavarotti and his father were very nice 
chaps.” 

Mr Griffiths, a retired lab worker at 
the Monsanto factory near his home 
has a son, Peter, who lives in Acre- 
fair, two grand-daughters and three 
great-grandchildren. 

He added: “After that, of course, 
Pavarotti became very famous but he 
came back to sing as the star at the Lla¬ 
ngollen eisteddfod 40 years later. 

Remembered 

“He was staying with his father at 
the Bryn Howel Hotel and I took my 
mother, who died about 10 years ago at 
the age of 93, to see them. 

“We didn’t have long to speak to Lu¬ 
ciano but I think he remembered my 
mother. 

“Fernando spoke to us for longer and 


put his arm around my mother. It was 
nice to have that reunion. 

“With the Fron choir, which I left 
about 20 years ago, I sang second tenor 
and then first bass. 

“I must have competed at Llangollen 
at least 30 times over the years from 
1948 and it was always a highlight for 
us.” 

In 1955 larger-than-life Pavarotti was 
a slim 19-year-old trainee teacher who 
had joined the choir because his father, 
a baker, was a stalwart member of the 
chorus. 

The moment the Modena choir won 
the male choral competition and the 
visit to Llangollen left an indelible im¬ 
pression on him and he often spoke of it. 

Pavarotti said many times that he 
wanted to go back to Llangollen one 
day and that desire was fulfilled in 1995 
when he made a triumphant return to 
headline at that year’s eisteddfod, mark¬ 
ing the 40th anniversary of his first visit 
to north Wales. 

Another giant of the world of opera, 
Wales’s own Bryn Terfel, will headline a 
spectacular curtain-raiser to this year’s 
International Musical Eisteddfod when 
he leads an all-Welsh cast, which also in¬ 
cludes Wynne Evans, in a performance 
of Stephen Sondheim’s Broadway smash 
Sweeney Todd, the Demon Barber of 
Fleet Street on July 6. 

It will begin a run of six days at Lla¬ 
ngollen filled with international talent. 

As well as the musical competitions, 
there will be circus acts from across the 
globe. 

This year’s line-up includes Cirque 
du Soleil’s Bruce Bilodeau, as well as 
acrobats from the Chinese State Circus 
and Spellbound, the acrobatic gymnasts 
who were the 2010 winners of Britain’s 
Got Talent. Bringing the house down 
will be legendary British rockers Status 
Quo who released the first of their 100 
singles almost 50 years ago and are still 
Rocking All Over The World. See http:// 
international-eisteddfod.co.uk/ for 
details.

Since my last article, Her Maj¬ 
esty the Queen has delivered her 
final Queen’s Speech of the cur¬ 
rent Parliament. 

As always it was a wonderfully 
colourful occasion, and I must 
admit that I stayed outside to 
watch Her Majesty arrive in her 
new Jubilee coach. 

I will make three personal ob¬ 
servations. Firstly, the Queen’s 
voice. She delivers the speech 
with the clarity and power of 
someone half her age. She really 
is a very special person. 

Secondly, no nation in the 
world can match Britain when it 
comes to events of this sort, with 
huge crowds transfixed by the 
grandness and pageantry. 

And thirdly, the black horses. 
They are truly magnificent crea¬ 
tures. I feel an emotional surge 
as I hear the clattering of 400 
hooves when they round Parlia¬ 
ment Square, leading Her Maj¬ 
esty up to the Palace of West¬ 
minster. For some people, it may 
be “only a speech”, but for me 
Queen’s Speech day will always 
be very special. 

Because there are only about 
10 months until MPs clear their 
offices for the 2015 Gener¬ 
al Election, this year’s speech 
didn’t contain as many bills as 
usual. Personally, I think this is all 
to the good. Governments have 
a tendency to pass too many 
new laws. But there is still lots of 
important work to do before next 
May. There will be major change 
giving us freedom about how 
we access our private pensions, 
how we deal with serious crime, 
how we support small business, 
and much else. 

There are two potentially con¬ 
troversial bills. Firstly, we will in¬ 
troduce a new law to let voters 
recall an MP and hold a by-elec¬ 
tion if he or she has behaved in 
an unacceptable way. There is 
some debate about whether this 
bill should be stronger, but it’s 
the first time voters will be given 
the right to remove an MP be¬ 
tween elections. 

And the second bill will be 
about changing the trespass 
rules to enable shale gas drilling 
deep down below private prop¬ 
erty. I expect these two bills to 
be very contentious. 

As always, The Queen’s 
Speech signals long hours of de¬ 
bate for MPs, but I think of it as a 
great privilege. 
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AS A FARMER, IF I DO NOT CLAIM MY 2014 SFP ENTITLEMENTS WILL I LOSE THEM? 

Q: I am very confused about SFP entitlements following the CAP Reform. Although they were activated last year, some of my entitlements 
are not likely to be activated this year. Will they be confiscated and therefore excluded from valuation calculations for the 2015 entitlements? 
Also, if I were to sell my entitlements would it affect the value of my land? 

A: Normally entitlements not activated in 2013 and 2014 would be confiscated with effect from January 1st 2015. However, as all 
entitlements are being abolished at the end of 2014 this will have no practical effect so entitlements not activated in 2013 or 2014 would still 
be regarded as held by you on 15th May this year and, as such, will be included in the calculation of the initial unit value of your entitlements 
established in 2015. This is of course provided you meet all the eligibility criteria in 2015. 

In respect of selling your entitlements, entitlements are not attached to specific parcels of land. They have a value of their own and can 
be bought and sold completely independently of your land. However, before deciding to sell your entitlements it would be wise to seek 
professional advice as there may be capital gains tax implications. 

It is also worth noting that if you sell your entitlements without claiming this year you can still apply to establish entitlements in 2015, 
provided you claimed on them in 2013 and are able to meet the active farmer provisions. There is no requirement to hold entitlements or 
claim SPF in 2014. If you have no entitlements in 2014, the initial unit value of the entitlements you establish in 2015 will be zero and then 
they will progress in equal steps towards the end value in 2019, which has still to be decided. Your entitlements will not be valued at zero in 
2015 as 2015 is the first year of the transition.

too many 


THE Highways Agency 
has promised a summer of 
delays on the A5 as traf¬ 
fic lights are installed on 
a roundabout at a cost of 
£4million. 

Is this organisation inca¬ 
pable of learning that lights 
cause hold-ups? Traffic has 
to stop on red irrespective of 
the need. At least a round¬ 
about allows traffic to feed 
through when it is safe to 
do so. The danger and de¬ 
lays at the Dobbies round¬ 
about caused by lights and 
poor lane layout is an exam¬ 
ple that should educate the 
planners. 

A number of disruptive 
projects are currently being 
promoted by the Govern¬ 
ment and its supporting 
agencies. An example is HS2 
which will damage a large 
swathe of countryside and 
have an enormous cost. 

At best it will slightly 
shorten journey times be¬ 
tween certain cities. It 
would be much more sensi¬ 
ble to improve the national 
rail network to somewhere 
near what it used to be be¬ 
fore the Government dis¬ 
mantled it in 1965. 

Another example is the 
proposed pylon to run 
through Shropshire which 
will damage the scenery and 
the outlook of properties. 

A more sensible approach 
would be to lower electricity 
consumption by reducing 
waste and stopping the 
massive and uncontrolled 
population increase. These 
are a few of many examples 
displaying bad judgment.

I threw the 
cigarette on the ground stamped on it 
and stopped there and then. Initially 
it was difficult, but the reward was the 
pleasure of tasting water, and being 
able to tell the difference between beef 
and pork and lamb. I put on a little 
weight, but that soon subsided. 

Finally reaching the age of 63 hav¬ 
ing always enjoyed walking with my 
dog I noticed cramp and an ache in my 


left leg. After several tests, I was in¬ 
formed it had been caused by smoking. 

Then my shortness of breath in¬ 
creased. The nurse asked if I had 
ever been a smoker. I said I’d stopped 
44 years ago. “Well, she said, “I am 
sorry to have to tell you that you have 
smokers lung .” It disturbs me seeing 
young people puffing away, I feel help¬ 
less to warn them. Now approaching 
81, I struggle to walk short distances. 
Listen to someone who knows, do not 
think this will never happen to you as 
sooner or later you will discover it has.

But Kronospan has said the extension 
should address the problem and should help 
reduce the risk of the plume descending to 
the ground. 

In a report to the planning officers the 
company says: “It has been found that dur¬ 
ing certain weather conditions the plume 
from the existing stack is grounding. The 
environmental gain from increasing the 
stack height by 7m is to improve dispersion 
to the atmosphere of the stack plume and 
reduce grounding. 

“The extension of the stack will incor¬ 
porate an additional wash system and a lip 
to allow additional condensation of pollut¬ 
ants. The increased height to the stack will 
achieve an overall improvement in emis¬ 
sions whilst ensuring a plume would be vis¬ 
ible only on rare occasions. 

“Additional technical information has 
been provided by the manufacturer to sat¬ 
isfy public protection that the design and 
increased height of the stack will ensure ad¬ 
equate cleansing of the exhaust air.” 

Work will be carried out by specialist 
contractors and the company’s site mainte¬ 
nance team.

Budgen Peugeot 


Style trial for modest price

Peugeot’s 208 Style offers a few 
extras over the Active model for 
a modest markup. 

The 208 Style takes the Active trim level 
and adds a panoramic glass roof, sat nav, 
parking sensors, a leather-trimmed steer¬ 
ing wheel, chrome door mirrors, and bet¬ 
ter upholstery, charging you an additional 
£750 for the privilege. Together, that lot 
would tot up to around £1,500 if ordered 
separately. 

Peugeot is renowned as a maker of 
great small cars. In recent years, that repu¬ 
tation went through the wringer somewhat, 
but with the 208 the French company is 
back to form. Here is a supermini that bare¬ 
ly puts a foot wrong. It’s well-built, it looks 
good inside and out, it drives well and it 
makes all the right numbers if we’re talking 
economy and emissions. In other words, it 
really doesn’t need a great deal of remedi¬ 
al work or that much of a big promotional 
push. 

It seems that Peugeot just can’t help it¬ 
self though and has announced a special 
edition version of the 208. The Style trim 
level is based on the popular Active version 
and adds a few useful extras for a reason¬ 
able premium. It’s not a particularly novel 
way of drumming up new business, but 
most buyers aren’t going to be too worried 
about that. 

The Style is offered with a trio of engines. 
Customers choose from either the Pure- 
Tech 1.2-litre VTI petrol engine or should 
they prefer a diesel powerplant, there’s the 


1.4-litre HDI or the 1.6-litre e-HDI Stop & 
Start engines. 

Whichever version you choose, you get 
a platform that has benefited from a crash 
diet. Peugeot has pared around 110kg off 
the weight of equivalent 207 models which 
is a huge advantage in a car so compact. 
As well as improving economy and emis¬ 
sions, cutting weight improves acceler¬ 
ation, braking and agility - all traditional 
Peugeot supermini totems. The 1.2-litre 
model tips the scales at 975kg, which is 
less than a Lotus Exige S. Let that one sink 
in for a moment. 

The cabin is a big step ahead too and 
there’s some novel thinking afoot. Rather 
than peer through the steering wheel at 
the gauges, Peugeot has instead made the 
wheel smaller and lower so that drivers will 
be able to look over it for an unobstruct¬ 
ed view of the main instrument binnacle. 
Higher quality finishes and a very neat in¬ 
fotainment system feature, while both three 
and five door models offer plenty more oc¬ 
cupant space. Not only do rear seat occu¬ 
pants get 5cm more knee room, they do so 
in a car that is 7cm shorter and 1cm lower 
than the old 207. That increased passen¬ 
ger space doesn’t come at the expense of 
luggage capacity either, with the 208 offer¬ 
ing an additional 1.5 cubic litres in which to 
stow your gear. 

So what do you get for the extra £750 
this Style model costs over a base ‘Ac- 
tive’-trimmed 208? Quite a bit as it hap¬ 
pens. If you specified the satellite nav¬ 
igation system on its own onto an Active 
model, that would account for £400 straight

off the bat, leaving you £350 to purchase 
a panoramic glass roof, parking sensors, 
a leather-trimmed steering wheel, chrome 
door mirrors and better upholstery. Best of 
luck with that one. 

Together, Peugeot tots that lot up to 
£1,500, so if you were planning to tick the 
sat nav box and one of either the parking 
sensors or the glass roof (or indeed both), 
you’re better off choosing the Style ver¬ 
sion. That’s on top of equipment like 15- 
inch alloy wheels, the multifunction colour 
touchscreen, Bluetooth and USB connec¬ 


tivity and a split rear bench for added ver¬ 
satility. 

In truth, this Style version of the Peuge¬ 
ot 208 doesn’t break much in the way of 
new ground, but then it didn’t really need 
to. The 208 is a brilliant small hatch and is 
right up there with the class best. What’s 
more, it feels like a car that’s confident in 
its own skin, that once again expresses 
Peugeot’s brand values. It’s stylish, it’s el¬ 
egant and it’s French in a good way, not 
French in a ‘wonder what bits are about to 
snap?’ way.

Look at what lies beneath

Skoda’s assured quiet competence 
hasn’t come about by accident; it 
has a lot to do with its position in 
the Volkswagen Group hierarchy. 

It would be difficult to produce a sub¬ 
standard product with the technology 
that’s circulated within the Volkswagen 
conglomerate today but modern Skodas 
can’t shout too loudly about their qualities 
without the risk of pinching sales from the 
other VW brands. 

SEAT is sporty, Volkswagen is classy and that 
leaves Skoda to sell practical cars at sensible 
prices and not make a fuss. It’s a role it fills rather 
well and if you can do without the fluff, the latest 
facelifted Fabia could be the supermini for you. 



In the past, the Fabia has been pow¬ 
ered by some elderly engines that were 
well past their best but the latest line-up 
has the glossy sheen of the new about it. 

Yes, the 60bhp and 70bhp 1.2-litre units at 
the base of the range are nothing special but 
buyers with the means to rise above those re¬ 
ally do get some choice technology. The 1.2 
TSI engine is a compact turbocharged pet¬ 
rol unit that’s available in 85bhp and 105bhp 
forms. It’s lightweight and produces strong 
economy with the performance you’d ex¬ 
pect from a larger unit. The diesel option is 
in a similarly high league with common-rail 
fuel injection and a diesel particulate filter. 
It produces 90bhp with its 1.6-litre capacity. 



Exclusively 

All of which leaves the 1.4-litre engine that 
powers the Fabia vRS. It’s arguably the most 
advanced of the lot with a turbocharger and 
a supercharger helping it to 178bhp. Perfor¬ 
mance is brisk in this hot Fabia with a 0-60mph 
time of 7.3 seconds and a 140mph top speed. 

The vRS is available exclusively with 
the seven-speed DSG twin-clutch gear¬ 
box which works as an automatic or a slick 
paddle-shift manual. The same gearbox 
is available with the 105bhp 1.2-TSI en¬ 
gine but a five-speed manual is standard. 

Oscar Wilde said the only thing worse than 
being talked about is not being talked about 
but Skoda might disagree. The days when 
the Czech manufacturer was the laughing 
stock of the automotive world have long 
since passed and under Volkswagen’s stew¬ 
ardship, it’s settled into a cosy little niche. 
It doesn’t garner many headlines and no 
longer warrants a mention on the come¬ 
dy circuit but the cars are good and low- 
key seems to be serving Skoda very nicely. 

True to recent form, the latest Fabia supermi¬ 
ni isn’t one of today’s most talked about cars 


and it certainly draws precious few complaints. 

There’s a good amount of space inside the 
Fabia, particularly for rear seat passengers. 
The materials aren’t quite up to the standards 
set in Volkswagen products but the similarities 
in the design are easy to spot and the same 
robust build quality can be seen throughout. 

Inside and out, the Fabia’s design keeps it 
simple, which is a big part of the car’s appeal. 

Boot capacity stands at an impres¬ 
sive 300 litres with the seats in place or 
a massive 1,163 litres when they’re fold¬ 
ed. In the estate, the extended dimensions 
have helped Skoda engineers achieve a 
480-litre boot capacity with the seats up. 


Fold the 60/40 split rear seats flat (a 
less than straightforward operation that 
involves removing the headrests) and 
there’s an Albert Flall-esque 1,460 litres. 

Despite the success of the Fabia, Skoda 
still recognises the limits of its badge equi¬ 
ty and its place within the hierarchy of the 
Volkswagen Group. As a result, the Fabia is 
priced realistically, but Skoda is emphasising 
the quality and technology in the package. 

Equipment levels were never the Fa¬ 
bia’s strong point, relying instead on solid 
no-nonsense build quality. This time round 
there are items like electronically-controlled 
Climatronic air-conditioning and an MP3/ 


iPod compatible stereo, but if you go to 
your Skoda dealer expecting to be grant¬ 
ed a view of the state-of-the-art in small car 
electronics, you’re likely to be disappointed. 

These days, Skoda is a car brand which de¬ 
mands to be taken seriously. With the might of 
the Volkswagen Group in the background, it has 
access to some of the finest vehicle platforms 
and technologies going, many of which are 
showcased on the latest Skoda Fabia supermini. 

This isn’t a car which makes a song 
and dance about its qualities, but look be¬ 
neath the unassuming surface and there’s 
a highly accomplished package that’s 
only made more appealing by the price.

Eco boost 
for Kuga

Ford’s first Kuga was a success in this coun¬ 
try but the second generation model has far 
bigger aspirations. 

The first problem with the first generation Ford Kuga 
wasn’t that difficult to identify. It was just too small. For the 
amount of money you were paying, which was upwards of 
£21,000, you weren’t getting a whole lot of metal for your 
money. The second issue was the lack of a credible pet¬ 
rol-engined option. All MK1 Kuga buyers were offered was 
the thirsty 2.5-litre five cylinder petrol engine . 

Still, at least Ford’s development team found it quite easy 
to see what to do with the second generation car. Make it 
much like the first, but with more space and a sustainable 
petrol-engined option. Which is exactly what we’ve got. 

The few Kuga customers who decide against the couple 
of 2.0-litre TDCi diesel on offer get to choose from two 1.6-li- 
tre turbocharged Ecoboost petrol units rated at either 150 
or 180PS, both managing the same torque figure of 240Nm. 
The entry-level petrol model is available in front-wheel drive 
guise with a manual gearbox, but the 177bhp version is sold 
exclusively as an all-wheel drive chassis with the Powershift 
automatic gearbox. 

All Kuga models get a quick and well-weighted electrically 
assisted steering system, although the strong self-centring 
action takes a little getting used to. 

The extra 81mm of length and some cleverer packaging 
solutions mean that this Kuga is properly spacious for four 
or five passengers. 

As you might expect, petrol power is the cheapest way 
into Kuga ownership. The entry-level 150PS unit mated 
with 2WD costs around £21,000 - about £1,500 less than 
the comparable diesel. Petrol buyers do get the option of 
AWD and auto transmission, but it only comes packaged up 
with the pokier 180PS version of the EcoBoost engine at a 
£2,700 premium that many of them won’t want to pay. 

Thatcham 

Standard kit across the range runs to alloy wheels, day¬ 
time running lights, front foglights, a Quickclear heated 
windscreen, powered heated mirrors, a Thatcham Category 
1 alarm, decent quality 6-speaker CD stereo system, air con¬ 
ditioning, cruise control and a hill start assist system to stop 
you from drifting backwards on uphill junctions.. 

For me, a must-have feature is the clever Ford SYNC sys¬ 
tem with Emergency Assistance. This connects with MP3 
players, Bluetooth-enabled ‘phones and USB drives and 
allows you to receive audible text messages. Better still, 
should you be involved in an accident, the system will au¬ 
tomatically call the emergency services in the language of 
whatever country you’re in and give them your exact GPS 
location. 

Talking of safety, this car gets ISOFIX childseat fastenings 
and a full tally of seven airbags - twin front, side and curtain 
‘bags, as well as a driver’s knee ‘bag. Plus all the usual elec¬ 
tronic assistance for traction and stability control to hopeful¬ 
ly ensure that you’ll never have to use them. 

You wouldn’t expect Ford’s second generation Kuga to 
be anything other than bigger and faster than before, while 
at the same time offering better emissions, economy and 
improved residual values to boot. It’s the sort of magic trick 
we just expect manufacturers to be able to pull of these days 
and one that, once again has been managed here thanks 
to ECOnetic Ford features like smart regenerative charging 
(that reclaims energy that would otherwise be lost under 
braking) and an Active Grille Shutter (that reduces drag and 
cuts fuel consumption). As a result, this Kuga’s all-turbo- 
charged engine line-up now manages to return efficiency 
running cost figures far better than those of rivals . 

The Ford Kuga does enough to appeal right now. It’s 
good-looking, spacious, well-priced and drives very well. It’s 
a little different in its emphasis than before, feeling a bit more 
grown-up than its predecessor and riding a whole lot better.

Soul plays by 
different rules

Just about every road test you 
ever read comes loaded with 
figures to help set the scene 
against the opposition, telling 
you about things like speed, 
size and fuel consumption. 

And this stack of stats is helpful, es¬ 
pecially if you’re making your choice of 
wheels on purely sensible grounds. Which 
we tell ourselves we are, of course. 

But some cars want to play by different 
rules. They ask the heart to rule the head, 
pushing mere figures to one side and let¬ 
ting emotion take the high road. 

Take the latest version of Kia’s Soul, one 
of the world’s more distinctive looking cars 
and a shape that’s been a sales hit in the 
States and China in its earlier guise and a 
steady seller here. 

Now comes the second edition, with a 
new chassis underneath and a body that’s 
clearly an all-over reworking of version one 
but a bit longer, wider and lower. 

Roomier inside for people, with more 
luggage space and a newly grown-up feel 
to finish and style, but still with enough of 
a couture feel to make it a bit special, es¬ 
pecially in a car that costs from a modest 
£12,600. 

Around 3,000 people a year are expect¬ 
ed to buy into the new Soul’s appeal in the

UK. That’s about what the old model sold 
too and will add more to the Kia marque’s 
visibility on the road than it does to bottom 
line sales figures. 

It’s a shape you’ll either love or loathe. 
To my eyes the new Soul has a thought- 
through smoothness of line lacking in the 
earlier car but manages to stay looking like 
nothing else on the road. 

That will likely be enough to snare plenty 
of buyers to the brand. 

The same two 1.6-litre petrol or diesel 
engines are offered in the new range and 
both suffer a bit by having to drag around 
a bigger car. Not enough to notice on the 
road but the figures have moved gently in 
the wrong direction. 

So, the diesel (likely to be the bigger sell¬ 
er, from £16,400) is a little bit slower, uses 
a bit more fuel and has tailpipe emissions 


which mean you’ll now pay £125 road tax 
in the first year, rather than none. 

Happily, for a Soul buyer, such details 
won’t count for much against the pleasures 
of owning a stand-out machine. And happi¬ 
ly the car drives well enough for the small 
print to fade into the background. 

It feels a properly grown-up machine, 
with a comfortable driving position, clear 
and logical dashboard and a smoothness 
about the clutch and gearchange which 
tell of long hours getting things right before 
signing the car off. 

Comfortable 

It’s no ball of fire but there’s more than 
enough performance and a ride sufficiently 
comfortable to render the worst of a mod¬ 
ern British A-road a distant tremor. 

Atrip computer reading of 46mpg after a 
generous selection of town and country hill 
work was a promising result and usefully 
better than the 34mpg recorded in a short¬ 
er drive of the petrol-powered new Soul. 

There are three trim levels at present 
with two more at the top end (Mixx and 
Maxx!) on the way later with mainly cos¬ 
metic changes. 

The current top of the range Con¬ 
nect Plus lacks for little and has a fine 
eight-speaker sound system (Soul music?) 
and the clearest satellite navigation system 
you could wish for, along with 17in alloy 
wheels, automatic air conditioning, cruise 
control and reversing sensors.

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Diesel auto widens appeal 


By Graham Breeze 

THE Outback was Subaru’s first 
model in the ‘crossover’ sector 
and now the most recent make¬ 
over has seen the arrival of an 
impressive diesel automatic. 

The most significant change is the 
introduction of a new powertrain pair¬ 
ing, with the 2.0-litre Boxter diesel en¬ 
gine teamed up for the first time with a 
Lineatronic CVT. 

The combination of the automatic trans¬ 
mission system and the Boxter diesel unit 
has widened the vehicle’s appeal with a 
better drive, improved fuel economy and 
lower emissions. 

But Subaru has gone even further than 
that with a new look both inside and out, 
revised suspension and an improved ver¬ 
sion of the company’s Vehicle Dynamic 
Control. 



All in all, the Outback is now an impres¬ 
sive package and a far cry from the Subaru 
of old. The model combines comfort, inte¬ 
rior space and improved handling with the 
off-road capability and ground clearance of 
a sports utility vehicle. 

With the new engine and gearbox com¬ 
bination, the Outback will return 44.8 mpg 
and 166g/km C02 on the combined cycle. 

The latest model features body-colour¬ 
ed cladding in place of the previous black 
plastic. Buyers now have a wider range of 
colours to choose from while larger fog 
lamps and the addition of a gloss black 
finish to the front headlamps give the car 
greater road presence than before. The al¬ 
loy wheels now have a gunmetal finish as 
standard. 

Clearer 

The upgraded cabin features clearer 
instrumentation, including the addition of 
a liquid crystal instrument cluster display 
and new materials for a number of dash¬ 
board elements. Black metallic panels 
bring about a modern appearance while 
instruments within the cockpit have been 
moved to improve user-friendliness. 

Front and rear suspension changes 
have meant a stable ride and increased 
comfort while double-wishbone rear sus¬ 
pension is compact enough to give buyers 
a 526-litre luggage area even with the with 
the rear seats upright. 

Ground clearance is an important factor 
for buyers in this market and the Outback 
scores well with 200mm, meaning off-road- 
ing can be both fun and practical at the 
same time. 

Subaru’s all-wheel drive system features 
on all Outback models. For those equipped

with a manual transmission, the AWD tech¬ 
nology is accompanied by Active Torque 
Split, and for those with the Lineatronic 
CVT it is coupled with a centre differential 
with viscous limited slip differential. 

Silver roof rails and a roof spoiler along 
with a power-sliding glass sunroof make 
the Outback stand out in the crowd and 
self-levelling automatic HID headlamps 
and rain sensing wipers are an unexpect¬ 
ed bonus. 

Further highlights include front fog 
lights, pop-up headlight washers, heated 
mirrors, rear window defogger with timer, 
front and side window defrosters, and a 
windscreen wiper de-icer function. 


Audio and cruise control functions are 
present on the leather-trimmed steering 
wheel, while new sports seats at the front 
are heated to provide extra comfort when 
the weather turns cold. 

New speedometer and rev counter dials 
feature in the upgraded instrument binna¬ 
cle, while a one-touch lane-change facility 
has also been added which activates the 
indicators to flash three times. 

Additional features of leather interior and 
satellite navigation are available as deal¬ 
er-fit options. 

On the road the Outback 2.0D Lineatron¬ 
ic will set you back £31,495 but you get a 
lot of vehicle for the price.

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Venture capital in MX-5 


By Edward Parker 


A high-end MX-5 special edi¬ 
tion, the Sport Venture stands 
out with its light gun metal 17- 
inch alloy wheels, black colour¬ 
ed heated leather seats and sat 
nav, a model that keeps a tried 
and tested formula fresh. Availa¬ 
ble with both 1.8 and 2.0-litre en¬ 
gines with the metal folding roof 
Roadster-Coupe body style. 

The Sport Venture is based on the metal 
folding roof roadster coupe bodystyle. 

Sales of this variant have dropped off 
in recent times as the market for small 
cabrios has swelled with new arrivals, but 
Mazda is fighting back with keen value for 
money, sticking to a design philosophy 
that’s even more relevant now than when 
the MX-5 was first launched in the UK, 
20 years ago. Indeed, the brand’s use of 
light weight construction and fuel-efficient 
engines has been copied by many rivals 
looking to share its success. 

The Sport Venture special edition is of¬ 
fered with a choice of 126PS 1.8-litre power 
or a 160PS 2.0-litre unit in Roadster Coupe 
guise. Just the smaller engine is used in 
the soft top variant. Neither powerplant 
makes the car the last word in searing pace 
but you can get to 62mph in 9.9s with the 
1.8 and 7.9s with the 2.0-litre. Straight line 
speed was never what the MX-5 was about, 
instead majoring on tactility, usability, com¬ 
paratively modest grip levels and a chassis 
that’s helped generations of drivers get to 
grips with rear-wheel drive dynamics. 


Both engines are plenty fast enough to 
extract some enjoyment from the MX-5’s 
sweet chassis. 

The metal folding roof retracts in three 
sections with no impact on boot space. 
Although it’s tempting to think of this car 
as ‘just a roof’, a lot of thought has clearly 
gone into it. The spring and damper set¬ 
tings are subtly revised to take account 
of the hard top car’s marginally altered 
weight distribution. Thankfully, the roof re¬ 
tracts to a position within the wheelbase of 
the car so that it doesn’t detract too much 
from handling agility. 

Park the Roadster Coupe and the MX-5 
soft top next to each other and it’s possi¬ 
ble to see the subtle way in which Mazda 
has teased out the shape to accommodate 
the folding roof. The rear deck of the car 
sits 40mm higher at the rear window line 
and 20mm higher at the trailing edge of the 
boot, giving it a slightly more hunched and 
powerful look than the soft top. It’s really 
a very minor change and tough to discern 
in isolation. Whereas the average duration 
for a roof operation of this kind tends to be 
around 22 seconds, Mazda has whittled 
that time back to a mere 12 seconds for 
the MX-5 Roadster Coupe. The driver must 
unlatch a centre lock and then press a but¬ 
ton to operate the roof but it can easily be 
done while waiting at lights. Boot capacity 
is a surprisingly usable 150-litres whether 
the roof is up or down.

When it comes to vans, one size 
most certainly doesn’t fit all. 

Van users have hugely diverse needs 
and the fragmentation of the van mar¬ 
ket into varying different size classes has 
provided manufacturers with the oppor¬ 
tunity to really tailor vans to specific pur¬ 
poses. Take this Ford Transit Courier. You 
used to know where you were with a Ford 
Transit. It was a big, blocky thing and it 
had all the sophistication of a stag week¬ 
end in Magalluf. Buyers loved it though. It 
was rugged, inexpensive and did the job. 
Now the Ford Transit is a brand that en¬ 
compasses a number of different models. 

It’s a lucrative strategy too, with the up¬ 
swing in commercial vehicles sales post-re¬ 
cession. Ford expects Transit range sales to 
grow to 400,000 units per year by 2016, well 
over 50 per cent more than its 2012 figure 
and key to that will be the smallest member 
of the Transit retinue, the Transit Courier. 

Although you don’t get any choice when 
it comes to body styles, you’ll need to come 
to a decision about the oily bits under the 
bonnet. The Courier is available with high- 
ly-efficient diesel and petrol engines that 
target best-in-class fuel economy and of¬ 
fer Auto-Start-Stop on all units. Customers 
can choose between the Dagenham-built 
1.5-litre 75PS and 1.6-litre 95PS Duratorq 
TDCi diesel engines, plus the tiny 1.0-li- 
tre 100PS EcoBoost petrol engine, the 
“International Engine of the Year” 2012. 

City vans need to do that seemingly im¬ 
possible thing of being big on the inside 
but as small as is practicable outside, 
which is one reason why they all look 
much of a muchness, namely a cube and a 
bonnet with the marque’s family face graft¬ 


ed on the front. The Transit Courier doesn’t 
deviate too far from this template although 
the steeply raked windscreen does give 
it more of a one-box look.

German economic power

The Mercedes-Benz S300 Blue- 
TEC Hybrid is a rare swing and 
miss from Mercedes. It’s neither 
smooth enough nor economi¬ 
cal enough in the real world to 
earn a solid recommendation. 
It’s still an extremely good car, 
but we come to expect virtual 
perfection when shopping for 
S-Classes. 

Like it or not, the motoring landscape is 
changing. The manual gearbox is fast be¬ 
coming a museum piece, electronic con¬ 
trol systems are getting ever smarter and 
hybrid vehicles are no longer the preserve 
of granola-munchers wringing their hands 
over the plight of polar bears. The broad¬ 
ening relevance and attraction of hybrid 
cars has even spread to a section of the 
market that might have once seemed whol¬ 
ly impervious to the requirement to be seen 
as clean and green -the luxury limousine. 

Mercedes-Benz tends not to do things 
by halves when it commits to a technology. 
Thus you can not only buy an S500 Plug-In 
Hybrid, you can also choose from an S400 
petrol-electric hybrid and, maybe the most 
interesting of the lot, the S300 BlueTEC 
diesel-electric hybrid. 

First things first. Do you get that typical 
S-Class magic carpet smoothness? Yes 
and no. You certainly do when the car is 
running in electric mode, but when the 
201 bhp diesel engine cuts back in, you’ll 
feel some vibes through the steering col¬ 


umn and when worked, it lacks the out¬ 
right smoothness of the six-cylinder diesel. 
Let’s put these comments into perspective 
though. It’s astonishingly smooth for what it 
is, a relatively small-capacity diesel tasked 
with moving a huge car. The seven-speed 
automatic transmission is smoother than 
a Dean Martin drinks order and when giv¬ 
en everything, the S300 Hybrid will get to 
62mph in a crisp 7.6 seconds and nudge 
150mph if you can reserve yourself a quiet 
stretch of autobahn. 

There’s the torque of the electric motor 
that feels like you’re being cupped by a 
huge hand and urged forwards and the 
weight of that battery pack in the boot 
keeps the centre of gravity low, making 
the S300 feel a lot more nimble than any 
car that weighs over two tonnes has any 
right to. If Mercedes could only find a way 
to take the edge off start-up clatter on cold 
mornings, you could almost forget this one 
drank from the black pump. 

The styling of this latest S-Class is prob¬ 
ably more evolutionary than any previous 
all-new model, with pronounced wheelarch 
bulges and coupe-like roofline carried over 
from the previous W221 generation. Look 
a bit closer, however, and you’ll see the 
additional shape in the flanks courtesy of 
slashing swage lines, there’s the more up¬ 
right front grille and the swept-in tail, much 
in the style of the CLS four-door coupe. 

The lighting system deserves more than 
a passing mention. More than 100 years 
after the introduction of electric lighting in 
motor vehicles, Mercedes-Benz is making 
a complete switch to LED technology - 
the new S-Class is the first vehicle in the 
world whose interior and exterior do with-

out a single light bulb. Out of consideration 

for any road users behind, the intensity 
of the brake lights is reduced at night or 
while waiting at traffic lights which is no 
bad thing. Some Mercedes models in the 
recent past have had antisocially bright 
tail lights. Almost 500 LEDs illuminate the 
road, the vehicle, the interior and the boot. 
Depending on equipment, these include 
headlamps with up to 56 LEDs, tail lights 
each with up to 35 LEDs (plus 4 for the rear 
fog lamp) and no fewer than 300 LEDs in 
the interior, including the ambient lighting. 


Both the standard and long wheelbase 

models wear their bulk with a light touch, 
and there’s plenty of room inside the beau¬ 
tifully-finished cabin. You can even specify 
the “First Class Rear” where the front con¬ 
sole on the transmission tunnel is visually 
continued to the rear. It’s equipped with 
innovative thermo-cup holders which use 
Peltier technology to cool or warm drinks 
over a longer period of time. Like an air¬ 
craft seat, the centre console is available 
with two tables which can be folded in or 
out using one hand.

A good hybrid hatchback should be about pure relaxation 
and low stress. It should promote a calm, measured driving 
style and remind the driver that the journey can be enjoyed 
in ways other than outbraking someone into a roundabout. 

Extensive soundproofing in the engine bay, front wheel 
arches and dashboard has reduced engine and road 
noise intrusion in the cabin of the latest Auris Hybrid. 

The 1.8-litre WT-i petrol engine was already one 
of the smoothest in its class and with the addition 
of the electric motor, it’s also reasonably brisk. It’ll 
make 62mph in 10.9 seconds on the way to 112mph. 

Conditions 

When operating its switchable all-electric EV mode, the 
Auris Hybrid generates zero C02, NOx and particulates for 
distances up to 1.2 miles at speeds up to about 31 mph, ac¬ 
cording to the level of battery charge and driving conditions. 

Auris Hybrid buyers get to choose either a five-door 
hatchback bodystyle or the Touring Sports estate. 

We tried the ordinary hatch and found a few aesthetic 
hybrid-specific styling touches. The lower grille and lower 
part of the rear bumper are finished in a graphite gloss 
paint and the Toyota emblems on the bonnet and tailgate 
are finished in hybrid blue. Hybrid logos are featured on 
the front wings and there is a hybrid mark on the tailgate. 


Other features exclusive to the Hybrid also include LED rear 
light clusters and new 15 and 17in Turbine alloy wheels. 

A hybrid meter and specific Eco Drive Sup¬ 
port monitor feature on the dashboard. The gear 
lever is finished in hybrid blue and there is hy¬ 
brid-specific ornamentation on the instrument panel. 

According to grade, the instrument panel has a hy¬ 
brid blue brushed aluminium finish. Ice blue leather or 
black leather inserts will be available on higher grades. 

Auris Hybrid pricing starts at around £20,000 
- and there’s an £1,100 premium if you want the 
Touring Sports estate version. That means you’re 
looking at a premium of around £1,500 over the conven¬ 
tional 130bhp 1.6-litre Valvematic petrol model in each case. 

This hybrid model is available in Icon and Excel trims. Icon 
features 15in alloy wheels, asix-speaker DABstereo, theToyo- 
ta Touch multimedia control screen with Bluetooth and a rear¬ 
view camera, plus some leather on the wheel and gear shifter. 

The top Excel model gets the lot thrown at it. There’s 
velour and leather seating, dual-zone climate control, park 
assist, rain-sensing wipers, heated front seats, Smart Entry 
and Start, cruise control, dusk-sensing lights and so on. 

If you feel like dipping out of the rush hour rat- 
race, the Toyota Auris Hybrid makes a very attrac¬ 
tive haven. Think of it as a detox for your commute.

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intriguing Drinker 
lives up to its name 


MOST animals in the Shropshire coun¬ 
tryside are known by their common 
names. Because we only have one or 
perhaps a handful of species within the 
family, a rudimentary name seems all 
that is needed. 

We do not call a fox by its full name - it’s 
not known as a ‘European Red Fox’, but 
rather just a fox. 

And the same is true for the badger, the weasel, 
the swallow, the kingfisher etc. 

However, due to the variety of life, some ani¬ 
mals’ names do need to be slightly more descrip¬ 
tive - look at the red deer, great spotted and lesser 
spotted woodpeckers, house and sand martins etc. 

But nonetheless these common and basic names 
are sufficient to distinguish the animal in our 
mind’s eye, if that is, we are not fortunate enough 
to be staring one in the eye. 

Striking 

However if one enters the world of the lepidop- 
tera, things get a bit more complicated. 

Lepidoptera are basically butterflies and moths 
and as we enter late spring and early summer, the 
characters from this order make themselves appar¬ 
ent. 

Thankfully we do not just have one or two spe¬ 
cies of butterfly or moth, but dozens and many of 
us will know a peacock from a red admiral, a tor¬ 
toiseshell from a cabbage white. 

From early childhood we are enamoured by their 
striking beauty and fragility. 

But what is often missed out on in the world of 
butterflies and moths, is the often equally wonder¬ 
ful world of the caterpillars. 

Many of these larva are sensibly brown or green 
and may well come under the heading of ‘drab’ in 
most handbooks, but there are a few exceptions. 

The majority of the gorgeously dyed adults su¬ 
persede their dowdy former lives with a superb out¬ 
classing in the colour stakes, but not all. 


ON THE 
WILDSIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


I’m no expert in matters of lepidoptera so I am 
only assuming this, but it may perhaps be a fair 
generalisation (myself included until recently) 
to say that if I asked you ‘have you ever seen a 
drinker?’ you may reply with a reference to the 
nearest pub, or a Friday night in town. 

You would of course be correct, but your accu¬ 
racy would also coincide with a particularly intrigu¬ 
ing member of the insect world. 

Not, enigmatically, known as anything other 
than ‘The Drinker’ this rather ‘dull’ moth is any- 
thing-but in its larval stage. 

In truth the adult moth itself is not dull in the 
colour stakes, being as it is, a creamy yellow. 

But it is hardly going to stand up to a hawk-moth 
or a pearl bordered fritillary. As a caterpillar how¬ 
ever, it is a true marvel. 

Glossy black hairs interspersed with orange tufts 
and chalky blue sides punctuated by tussocks of 
white fur. And at up to 4 inches in length, it dwarfs 
its future self in more ways than one. 

And on top of all this raving about the caterpil¬ 
lar, drinker moths also owe their odd name to their 
larvae too. 

The caterpillars apparently employ the habit of 
drinking large droplets of rainwater or dew from 
the grass stems on which they feed (and on which I 
found my ‘drinker’). 

Seeing as April through to July are the very best 
times to see both the caterpillars and the moths, 
why not use the excuse of ‘going for a drink’ to get 
out of the house and hunt down ‘The Drinker’?

Debbie nails capital city 
challenge for cancer fund 


WHEN you think of someone who workSIra nail salon you might im¬ 
agine someone beautifully turned out with rarely a hair out of place. 

And Debbie Denny, who runs Nail It with Deb in Willow Street, Oswestry, 
usually matches this description to a T. 

But last week she swapped her salon stool for a bicycle saddle and worked up a sweat as 
she pedalled through the night in London to raise funds for cancer charities. 

Mrs Denny joined more than 1,000 other women for the 68-mile - or 100km - Women vs 
Cancer Ride the Night event which took place on May 31. 


She set herself the challenge of raising 
that target thanks to the generosity of her 
customers, with more donations still com¬ 
ing in. 

“It’s a very massive challenge but I know 
many people that have had these cancers so 
I thought go for it, see what you can do to 
help,” she said. 

“I’ve raised over £500 because of my 
customers. Some has come in through my 
JustGiving website but mostly it’s been 
through clients at the salon and there’s 
more coming in all the time.” 

Roads 

The 53-year-old admitted she hasn’t 
done much preparation on the roads for 
the event, but said she has been practicing 
in her own way. 

“The salon is always really busy, so I 
don’t get a lot of time to myself. They said 
the race was for all abilities, but you still 
need to practice, and I don’t think I’d be 
doing it without my spinning group, No 
Butts Spinning, at Oswestry Leisure Cen¬ 
tre,” she said. “That’s where I’ve got my 
stamina from. I’ve cycled the North Wales 
coast but I’m so busy that I don’t have the 
time to get out on the roads. I tend to do 
my training in spurts, usually at spinning. 

“I’ve had lots of support from Stuart 
Berkley’s bike shop as well, helping me get 


£300 before the event, but easily smashed 
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the bike ready for the challenge. They did it 
all free of charge as their donation and I’m 
very grateful.” 

Mrs Denny admitted there were moments 
when she had to push herself to carry on. 

“This was a very difficult challenge for 
me physically and emotionally,” she said. 
“I’d never done anything like this before and 
it was a really tough challenge. But I know 
many people that come through our salon 
and clients’ families and friends who have 
got these cancers. Thinking of all those peo¬ 
ple who have suffered with cancer helped to 
drive me through.” 

The Ride the Night event raised more than 
£850,000 in total, which will be split between 
Breast Cancer Care, Jo’s Cervical Cancer 
Trust and Ovarian Cancer Action.

History group 
reports a surge 
in WW1 queries 

THE centenary commemorations of 
World War I has seen a surge in the num¬ 
ber of people wanting to find out more 
about their own family’s heroes. 

Oswestry Family and Local History 
Group has recently been receiving re¬ 
quests from as far afield as Holland and 
Australia. 

The group was formed in 2007 by Dis¬ 
cover Shropshire and is now based in 
Oswestry Library, Arthur Street. 

Tony Harrison, one of the group’s 
founder members, said: “We’re finding a 
lot more people are making requests this 
year with the centenary. We’ve had six 
in the last few days. 

“They’re not all to do with the war - 
we’ve had a group from Llanrhaeadr ask 
us for WWI information for a display, 
someone’s looking for information about 
some medals he found in his attic, a chap 
from Holland is trying to find a soldier 
from the Second World War, and West 
Felton Royal British Legion is looking for 
more information on the Oswestry Pals. 

“It’s free to anyone that’s got family 
history or local history requests.” 

Among the stories that the group 
has uncovered so far was ateacher from 
Oswestry who spent the war teaching 
prisoners in a camp in Germany. 

Another was a nurse who was work¬ 
ing with Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
who joined the Territorial Queen Alexan¬ 
dra’s Royal Army Nursing Corps and was 
called up to look after injured soldiers as 
they were transported back to Britain. 

Pam Willing, one of the volunteers 
with the group, said: “One of the things 
I’ve been looking into is the effect of the 
war on the home front. I’ve found lots of 
little adverts in old newspapers for flats 
in Oswestry. The town became a garri¬ 
son town with all the soldiers moving in, 
and they wanted to have their families 
nearby.” 


IN this final instalment of the 
“Davy Jones the Coal”, his 
daughter Christine Hughes 
of Whittington tells of his war 
experiences in the Gordon 
Highlanders, how he set up 
Oswestry Celtic FC, and his 
career as a coal merchant.

“During the war, my father was in 
North Africa training, and they went 
from North Africa to Sicily, and from 
Sicily to Anzio, where he took part in 
the invasion. 

“He was captured just outside 
Anzio. They got off the beachhead 
and their sergeant was mortally 


wounded. They carried him to the 
hospital post. Not long afterwards 
they were captured. He was taken by 
cattle truck up to Germany and spent 
the rest of the war as a prisoner of 
war in Stalag IVB. 

“After coming back to Oswestry 
he went to work for Martin’s coal 
in Oswestry as a coalman and then 
he saved enough money and bought 


Griffiths’ coal merchants. Later on 
he bought Milner’s coal merchants in 
Oswestry. 

“He was in business as D.E. Jones 
Coal Merchant - better known as 
Davy Jones the Coal. 

“It must have been in the late 
1940s or early 1950s that he started 
Oswestry Celtic. Their playing field 
was down where Mile End golf club 


is now. They rented a field from the 
farmer there. I remember dad going 
down every Saturday morning and 
putting the posts and nets up. 

“Every Monday night, dad would 
run a gym session in the Mission 
Rooms at the bottom of Gittins Street. 
My dad is 92 and is very well, and the 
pictures you published brought back 
great memories.”

“This is the biggest hon¬ 
our so far and I cannot wait 
for it to start,” said the 
Guilsfield lad. “Daniel and I 
are realistic and do not ex¬ 
pect to be among the med¬ 
als but we will be aiming to 
go as far as we can and get 


through a few rounds. 

“It was great to be back 
playing badminton again af¬ 
ter my injury in China last 
summer.
